Enclosed Is a copy oi the Domestic Intelligence Division, inspection Sum- 
mary (includes synopsis and. detailed memoranda) covering the findings of Inspector 
H. L. Edwardsi -The Division ^as rated* GOOD on Physical Condition and 
Maintenance, VERY GOOD on Investigative Operatlbns; UNSATISFACTORY on 
Administrative Operations and Personnel Matters, and EXCELLENT on Contacts. 

It shouldlbe quite clear to you that I consider these ratings far from 
acceptable. In determining your status, I have accorded due credit to numerous com- 
mendable technical accpmplishmentsof the Divlsion^under your leadership. _ I have 
also noted your forthright recognition of administrative weaknesses found and your 
expressed desire to implement the corrective action instituted by the Inspector- and 
_ restore the Divisions operations and personnel |o a status deserving my full faltfr 
and confidence. Giving these factors their maximum off setting weight, I have approved 
.retaining you in your present position; This is with the firm understanding you will 
bo retained on probation until you have proved beyond any doubt that you can give the 
Division the admlnistratlye leadership it has so grievously lacked. 

By separate communications I am also severely censuring and continuing 
on probation Branch Chiefs Joseph A. $izob and Donald E. Moore ; as well as Section 
Chiefs Fred J. Baumgardner, William A. Branigan, James F* Bland, Sterling B. 
Donahoe* and Ralph R. Roach. This action is based on. the serious weaknesses found 
in operations under their respective jurisdictions, much of which was partly attribute 
to DlvisionadministratlYe policy or the lack thereof,

I am holding you personally accountable for seeing that these men 
vigorously demonstrate by their actions that they merit being continued in such 
key managerial positions. It is not enough for them to be content 'with the note- 
worthy accomplishments in security matters under their technical supervision. 
I must be able to rely with equal confidence on their giving firm but fair adminis- 
trative guidance and direction to the personnel and operations under their control, 
■Otherwise, there is no guarantee v/e will be exploiting to the fullest the potential 
in their fields nor will we be able to eliminate the serious risks of embarrassment 
and irreparable harm to the Bureau and me which administrative weaknesses in- 
evitably cause. The Bureau's work is far too important and essential demands on 
my own time far too great to warrant putting up -with the consequences of weak 
administration in the key echelons which you and these men represent. 

The appreciable reduction in agent personnel which the inspection effected 
is a significant contribution to the stringent economy which all of us must share. You 
should have consummated this reduction -without requiring impetus from the Inspector. 
You must rtow provide leadership and persona} concern to continue stressing maximum 
streamlining, elimination of nonessentials, maximum conservation of time on the 
job by all employees to not only completely discharge the Division's responsibilities 
with personnel at hand but to bring about any additional savings possible. In this 
regard, you should closely follow the work operations of the hew Name Check Section 
and submit a thorough evaluation after ninety days to determine possible clerical 
savings from the consolidation of the fecial Memoranda and Name Check functions; 
.also, concentrate on improving the stenographic and typing production; and, through 
the newly created Division Streamlining Committee, you should explore other econo- 
mies. 

There must not be a recurrence of any failure to promptly detect and 
evaluate weaknesses in the foreign offices or Legal Attaches* The "blind spots? 1 
which permitted the Madrid situation to go undetected until a crisis arose reflect 
inexcusable administration. The inspection exposed glaring instances of "proving 
cialism" and "no man's lands, " created because supervisors had inadequate under- 
standing of or concern for the broad Bureau viewpoint which I have emphasized time 
and again, 

i am accepting the inspection finding that Division morale has rebounded . 
from the aftermath of the early morning spot check findings and the resulting un- 
founded gossip in your Division. I, want you to know, however, that offenders in such

Inspector discussed findings with these men 
relating to their sections. All admit seriousness of findings and 
realize they must assume primary responsibility for sections. They 
considered the corrective measures constructive, essential and hope 
for opportunity to prove to Director their ability to implement the 
corrections. Particular stress was placed on the weaknesses in the 
Espionage and Liaison Sections where the findings were more serious, 
Despite the numerous commendable accomplishments in Espionage and 
Liaison these men now realize that their administrative weaknesses 
detract from the value of them and rightfully raise questions in the 
Director's mind as to whether they have fully exploited the potential 
in their fields. Messrs Belmont, Sizoo and Moore were specifically 
alerted to the necessity, of concentrating on the Espionage and Lia- 
ison Sections to insure that these sections are given needed impetus 
in carrying out all of the administrative controls. Giving weight to 
fact that most major administrative weaknesses were result of follow- 
ing division pattern, and giving proper credit for excellent accomp- 
lishments of these sections, Edwards feels the most constructive good 
and best interests of Bureau would be served by granting them chance 
they request to assist Mr. Belmont in restoring division to full con- 
fidence of Director. (See recommendations.)

This is a brief anSconcise summary of Mr. Belmont's record for 
the Director's use. 

A review of his file reflects that he was designated Assistant 
Director of the Domestic Intelligence Division on 9-30-51, he is 51 years 
old, married and two children. On 3-31-58 Mr. Tolson rated him EXCELLENT 

He was last commended on 9-12-58 for his over-all excellent 
direction of a project o± the utmost importance to our Internal Security 
work . 

By letter dated 9-16-58 he was CENSURED and PLACED ON PROBATION 
as a result of a check made during the course of the inspectfonT , *o3rTBe^ 
Domestic Intelligence Division which disclosed a number of Special Agent 
Supervisors assigned to his division were engaged in improper activities 
after they had indicated on official attendance registers that they were 
commencing their official duties. He was familiar with the various 
activities in which those supervisors were engaged and the situation 
uncovered by the inspection staff was deplorable. Those men were flagrantly 
abusing the privileges afforded by the legislation which provided com- 
pensation for overtime duty, they were placing the Bureau and themselves 
in a position of great potential embarrassment and their conduct raised a 
question as to their honesty and integrity. His palliative attitude as 
reflected in his comments and recommendations for administrative action 
was completely unacceptable.

On the evening of 9/12/58 the Inspectors furnished me the 
writeups on these incidents and requested ay contents, I reviewed 
the writeups that evening and dictated ay coaaents and recommendations, 
which were prepared that evening. The recoaaendations were honestly 
made, on the basis of the facts available to ae and ay knowledge of 
the nen involved. I have been criticised severely for palliative 
action in making these recoaaendations, I accept that criticism. 

On Friday afternoon, 9/12/58, and I believe Monday aorning, 
9/15/58, several of the supervisors involved in these incidents 
came in to see me to express their extreme regrets over the incidents. 
Some of them were simply very regretful. Others were regretful and 
sought to justify their actions. To each of them I stated that I had 
expressed ay views on the incidents at the conference on Friday 
morning, 9/12, and that my views remained the same, I stated that in 
the individual cases involved the facts would speak for themselves, 

Mr, Hohr*s memorandum states that Supervisor &• B« Jones told 
me on Monday morning, 9/15, that he did not think he had done anything 
wrong, and I agreed with him and told him he should not worry; that 
I had recommended no action in Jones f case, I recall that Mr. Jones 
was one of the supervisors who came in to see me, I do not recall 
the specifics of the conversation* There have been instances where 
I have flatly told the supervisor that, because of a certain incident, 
I am recommending him for censure or disciplinary action, but it is -■ 
contrary to my policy to advise a supervisor of Division recommendation* 
in a matter such as this. In advising Mr. Jones that I had recommended ' 
no action, I was definitely in error. 

Subsequently, the disciplinary action taken against these 
supervisors and officials of the Division was made known to me. 
As far as I am concerned, once the Director reached the decision as 
to the action to be taken, that was Bureau policy. 

There have been many times during my service under the Director 
when I have questioned a course of action which is being considered. 
When this happens I have stated my views concerning the matter, with 
such facts as will support the views I expressed, I believe this is 
in keeping with the Director's desire that he be furAished all the 
facts available for his consideration. Once the Director has had the 
full facts and has arrived at a decision, I have carried out the 
Director/ s decisions to the fullest extent and in all good faith ♦ 
I have not knowingly tried to evade or partially carry out Bureau 
policy.

The column of Drew Pearson on the morning of August 20, 
1957, compels me to take up with you a matter which has concerned 
me for some time, namely, a printing in our respectable news- 
papers of scurrilous articles* 

Pearson's column of August 20th dealing with the director 
of the FBI is filled with outright lies, cunningly written, ap- 
parently for Pearson 's personal motives, to cause dissension, 
controversy and appeal to the baser qualities of his readers* I 
know that these are lies because I know the accurate record* 
This is by no means the first time that Pearson has placed out- 
right falsehoods in his column regarding the FBI* I am restrict- 
ing myself to his comments on the FBI because I am competent to 
speak in that field* 

By what right, moral, ethical, or otherwise, does 
Pearson spread these lies in his syndicated column throughout 
the country? On what grounds can respectable newspapers justify 
the dissemination of such poison to their countless readers? 
It can be argued that the views of the newspapers are not 
necessarily the same as Mr* Pearson's* Nevertheless, the ma- 
terial in the newspaper is printed and distributed under the 
guidance and cognisance of the paper itself* Therefore, in 
the final analysis, the material read by the citizens of our 
country is the responsibility of the newspaper* 

Please do not misunderstand me* I. have a high regard 
for the profession of journalism, for the right of free speech 
and for freedom of the press* My point is that we, as readers, 
have the right to factual and objective reporting by our news- 
papers and the right to expect that material printed therein 
bears the authentic stamp of true journalism* This is particular- 
ly true of informati on originating in the Nation's capital. The 
reader across the country is not in a position to judge for him- 
self as he does not have other factual material whereby he can 
evaluate what he sees and say to himself "Pearson is lying again"* 

Most certainly we are all entitled to our opinions and 
on almost any given set of facts there will be disagreement* This 
is healthy and a free expression of opinion is essential to our 
way of life* However, *>hen flat and premeditated falsehoods are 
distributed as facts and not opinion our newspapers are not ful- 
filling their civic duty and the welfare of the country as q whole 
suffers* 
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Untrammeled excess in -the use of our treasured freedom 
inevitably leads to disillusionment and restrictions on our free- 
dons. If we are to enjoy our freedoms, we must respect the re- 
sponsibility that goes with it. I cannot help but feel it is 
time for our respectable newspapers to take cognizance of this 
and correct the trend toward unreliable reporting before we reach 
the point that newspapers are regarded as scandal sheets <"»(* 
bearers of gossip and falsehood instead of factual and reliable 
reporting media which can be read for the enlightenment of the 
nation.

that time some Research Analysts were assigned to the Special Memoranda \ 

Unit and by and large they have performed in satisfactory fashion. i 

However, there is no question but what requests handled in the Special \ 

Memoranda Unit are of the most important character and it would be logical I 
to use the best possible talent on the most important work. There is no 
doubt an experienced Special Agent Supervisor can prepare a better 
memorandum than a clerical Research Analyst. It may, therefore, be 
desirable to have all memoranda in this Unit, because of the important 
character of the work, handled by Special Agent Supervisors. This was 
not recommended in earlier memoranda as we were not unmindful of the 
salary differential involved and possible added cost by having all such 
memoranda handled by Special Agents.

condition. The following observations are brought to your attention

The evaluation of physical condition and maintenance 
Afras excellfent, inasmuch as no delinquencies concerning this phase 
of operations were found during inspection and security check, and 
the space occupied by your division was neat and well maintained. 

' Investigative operations were rated very good. The 

^active pending matters in classifications* supervised hy your division 
increased ^5. 26 per cent since the last inspection as compared to 

* Bureau-Wide increase of 5. 89 per cent during the same period, In 
the fiscalyear 1956, compared to 1955^ work received in your 
division decreased 9. 13 per cent and closings decreased 12. 75 per 
cent, whereas Bureau-wide receipts decreased 5.12 per cent and 
closings decreased 8. 39 per cent. Your intensive supervision and 

* investigative efforts should be continued.

You 
should make every effort to increase production of the stenographers 
in your division through additional training and close supervision.

The results of the inspection 
should be brought to the attention of the members of your supervisory 
staff, jthbpe, you and all of your employees will strive to bring all 
operatibnspof your division to the highest possible level of efficiency. 
You should advise me as-soon as the delinquencies found have been

He is also supervising the preparation for trial 
of Emanuel Blum case and the San Juan Smith Act conspiracy case 
involving 11 defendants . He has given enthusiastic and diligent 
attention to detail and, when occasion demanded, worked long hours

He arranged and handled conferences, between the 
informants^ and the attorneys , including interviews at his, 
home at considerable persona:! inconvenience, to assure security 
of the informants untii their appearance as witnesses* 



4. SA | I - $225 

Manning was the principal coordinating Agent; for 
the case and functioned as liaison^ Agent with Government 
attorneys o He handled numerous matters relating to the 
obtaining of evidence, locating and contacting prospective* 
witnesses and correlating information pertinent to, prosecution 
He used his knowledge and judgement to initiate necessary 
action and devoted much of his own time to 4 the case at great 
personal sacrifice including periods of illness in his family. 

5o SA Edward R. Whaien - $150 * 

This Agent has handled one "of the informants, who 
became a key local witness at the trial, since 1951 ♦ He set 
up conferences with Government attorneys under secure 
conditions, frequently at night and on weekends* The inform- 
ant's reluctance to testify was overcome by Whaien and by 
his superior guidance, the informant was developed as a 
willing witness. He overcame many other problems in connect- 
ion with the informant with, the result that the informant 
became a Communist Party member in-' 1952, thereby enhancing 
his value and resulting in his services being of consider- 
able value to New Haven. "' v 

6. SA Salyatore P. Ducibella - $100 

Ducibella acted as observer in the courtroom arid 
prepared jthe dally summary of events and developments in the 
courtroom. He prepared detailed daily summaries for the 
Bureau which require absolute accuracy and completeness and 
necessitated his close and undeviating attention in the 
courtroom during the five months the trial was in progress. 
He was under considerable pressure at all times and t was 
responsible to see that pertinent events and developments were 
brought to the attention of apprepriate personnel arid the 
Bureau expeditiously. ' 

- 3 - 
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7. SA Wlnthrop A. Young - $100. 

This Agent successfully and intelligently handled 
two former informants who were important local witnesses at 
the trial. One of these had never before appeared as a wit- 
ness and interviews with Government attorneys required care- 
ful handling to assure that the defense did not become 
aware that the informant was to testify. Young located and 
reviewed informant reports and other material submitted by 
the informants during the trial when their production was 
called for by the judge and when time was of the essence. 

8. SA Louis P. Hurley - $50. 

Hurley "was responsible for the administrative 
handling of all exhibits used during the trial including 
locating,, indexing, and making available all necessary items 
to be- used by Government attorneys during the trial. This 
procedure required accuracy and called for complete 
availability of pertinent exhibits necessitating close 
attention by Hurley during the entire five months the trial 
was in progress. 

SAC* Casper had full and complete responsibility f <r 
the overall assignment of duties and supervision of this 
case. He has closely watched the progress of the case and 
has used initiative and good judgement in handling all , 
assignments in connection therewith. In view of his 
excellent handling of this case, it is believed that he should 
receive -appropriate individual recognition. 

. SOG Personnel 

The New Haven Smith Act case has been assigned to 
Supervisor P. W. Dise since 1952." The investigations, 
■during the period when data was being gathered for prosecut- 
ive purposes, were supervised by this Agent, who, through- 
his familiarity with the type of evidence needed to support 
successful prosecution, was able to give guidance "and direction 
tothevfieldi He was constantly alert to suggest potential 
witnesses and to give the field pertinent instructions re- 
garding interviews with such persons . Several of the- de- 
fendants in this case were in the Communist Party underground 
apparatus when the Department decided to initiate prosecution. 
Investigations to Ideate these jrinderground subjects were 
directed by Dise with the result that all defendants we're 
apprehended and were available for prosecution. Dise 
directed the apprehensions and supervised all preparations 
for the trial itself, which lasted from 10-14-55 to 3-29-56. 
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Prior to the start of the trial, Dise issued 
detailed instructions to New Haven with respect to the 
handling of specific problems which could be anticipated 
in connection v/ith 'a Smith Act trial . These .instructions 
were based on Dise*s knowledge gained from his experience* 
in supervising Smith Act Trials over a period of several 
years, and were of inestimable^ value to New Haven in 
recognising potential problems before they arose and in 
handling them if and when they did arise . 

In preparing for trial, New Haven submitted 
volunimous- requests for exhibits/ By diligent attention 
to details and by -undertaking research when necessary, 
this supervisor was able to supply New Haven with the 
material needed for .trial. Since active informants, 
were to be used as witnesses, Dise gave detailed and 
specific instructions to the field as to how these 
informants should be handled to preclude their disclos- 
ure as witnesses prior to trial. This was particularly 
difficult in New Haven since the" Communist Party was 
making a concentrated effort to, determine the identities 
of Government .witnesses and was attempting to obtain 
signed statements from* the, informants to the effect 
that they had never heard the defendants advocating 
forceful overthrow, of the Government ♦ By* careful guidance, 
they were preserved as surprise witnesses. In addition/ 
to the problems -which arose prior to trial, humerpus 
complex ^problems krose during the trial which necessitated 
immediate attention and prompt action by the SOG super- 
visor. During the trial, the defense filed a: number of 
motions requiring the production of Bureau records and 
calling for issuance of subpoenas directed to the SAC 
to produce these records. A tactic never before used by 
the defense was initiated in this trial wheni a defense 
subpoena was directed to the SAC to produce records re- 
garding surveillances conducted on the defendants. In 
all instances, where subpoenas were served or motions 
presented/ Dise acted capably and promptly in protecting 
the Bureau's interest ana \ when h^^ssary, furnished 
* #i¥&£$^^ fco New Haven ? ioutlining the 

procedures to be followed to prevent disclosure of con- 
fidential Bureau records and possible embarrassment to 
the Bureau. The SAC was protected to the extent that he 
did not have to take the witness stand at' any time/ 
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During the period the New Haven trial was in* 
progress , Dise also, supervised the Smith Act membership 
trial of Dr. Albert Emanuel Blumberg in Philadelphia, 
is supervising the preparations for trial of case of 
Emanuel Blum, and the San Juan Smith Act conspiracy case 
involving 11 defendants . He has- given enthusiastic and 
diligent attention to detail and, when the occasion de-, 
mandedy worked long hours without regard for personal 
convenience* 

^ In view of the .excellent manner in whlc h Dise 
handled the supervision of- the New Haven* Smith Act trial 
plus the over-all excellent manner in which he has 
perf ormed generally, it is felt, that he is deserving of 
special commendation. Ordinarily, he would be recommended 
for a cash award. However, in view of the fact that he 
has been performing, continuously in a supervisory capa- 
city at the Seat of Government since July 2,, 1951, it is 
recommended that instead of a cash av/ard, he be promoted 
at this time to Grade GS-14.

Before these figures are accepted 
as final, Sn analysis is made at the Bureau of the information in the 
reports ^to determine the accuracy of the estimates and analysis made by

OBSERVATIONS : 

Under our present procedures we usually are able to compile 
the over-all estimated membership figures from the January 20 quarterly 
reports by February 1; however, in this instance, as indicated above, 
problems were encountered which delayed bur final compilation until 
February 3, 1956. 

Since the Communist party, USA, anntxally conducts a regis- 
tration of its members usually scheduled for completion by December 31#i 
it is not deemed practical to instruct the field to furnish estimated 
figures for an earlier date than December 31 since the various Communist 
Party districts would still be in the process of compiling its member- 
ship data. 

In the future when the Director is scheduled to testify during \ 
the latter part of January or early February and it is apparent that a $ 
computation of the membership data contained in the quarterly reports j$ 
due at the Bureau on January 20 cannot be made in sufficient time for 
the Director^ testimony, we will instruct each field office to submit 
its membership data and detailed evaluations and analysis of the figure 
by teletype .or airtel prior to the date for submission of the report. « 

We regret that the over-all membership figures as of December # Jl|
